How  the  Sunday  Liquor  Law  is 
Observed  in  Richmond,  Va. 

Richmond,  Va.,  Dec.  29th,  1879. 
Editor  Roundabout: 

Your  editorial,  of  the  27th  inst.,  relative 
to  the  open  violation  of  the  Sunday  liquor 
law  in  your  city,  induces  me  to  give  you  a 
few  items  which  may  prove  interesting  to 
you,  or  serve  as  an  inducement  to  the  en- 
forcement of  your  own  laws. 

Two  years  ago  this  city  had  not  less  than 
two  miles  of  bar  rooms  and  beer  gardens 
(if  the  houses  were  placed  side  by  side),  all 
of  which  were  open  on  Sunday  and  gen- 
erally did  more  business  that  day  than  any 
other.  One  of  the  proprietors  stated  that 
his  receipts  on  Sunday  were  about  $500. 
All  of  them  agreed  that  Sunday  was  their 
best  day. 

We,  like  yon,  had  a  stringent  Sunday 
law,  which  was  not  enforced  until  our  pres- 
ent Judge  of  the  Hustings  Court  was  ap- 
pointed. He,  Judge  Geo.  S.  Christian, 
begun  to  enlorce  the  law,  which  called 
forth  a  tirade  of  abuse  seldom  exceeded, 
yet  he  persevered;  every  violator  was  ar- 
rested, brought  into  court,  and  fined  to  the 
full  extent  the  law  allowed,  and  on  second 
ollennes  his  licence  was  revoked  ;  nor  was 
this  a  mere  enthusiastic  crusade,  lasting  a 
week  or  two,  but  has  been  a  steady,  un- 
flinching enforcement  of  the  law,  causing 
offenders  to  reap  ihe  full  penalty  in  every 
case  of  violation.  Tbe  police  were  com- 
pelled, on  oath  and  penally  of  displacement, 
to  give  information  of  any  known  violation. 
The  consequence  is  that  our  Sunday  here 
is  quiet,  orderly,  and  sacred.  You  might 
upend  the  entire  day  looking,  in  vain,  for 
an  open  door  to  a  bar-room.  Not  one  dare 
give  entrance  to  a  man  wanting  liquor, 
tearing  he  may  be  a  " spotter"  ready  to  in- 
firm on  him  the  next  day. 

Why  not  call  the  attention  of  a  member 
ol  your  City  Council  to  these  facts,  and 
advise  the  enforcement  of  your  laws  in 
like  manner. 

Trusting  this  may  be  of  service  to  you 
and  aid  in  the  desired  reformation,  1  am 
truly  your  well  wisher,  J.  M.  L.

The  New  Reservoir. 


Frankfort,  Kv.,  Jan.  7th,  1880. 
Editor  Ttvundahmit : 

In  n newer  to  your  questions  concerning 
the  new  reservoir  I  tnke  pleasure  in  apmir 
in*  you  that  every  point  referred  to 
WMJ  Hinply  attended  to  in  the  original  plan 
of  the  work.  In  the  finished  dam  there 
will  he  a  wier,  or  waste  way,  out  through 
th«  hard  rock  of  the  south  hill  side,  SO 
te  t  wide,  3  feet  deep;  a  substantial  wall  ol 
sufficient  height  will  be  constructed  as  a 
wing  to  protect  the  embankments  from  the 
action  of  the  overflowing  water.  When 
the  work  ie  completed,  the  water  of  the  pool 
will  nowhere  be  in  contuct  with  the  masonry 
"diaphragm"  or  core.  As  our  hopes  have 
been  fully  realized  in  the  ptticnlars  of 
stopping  any  flow  of  water  under  or  around 
the  dam,  do.  having  the  matter  entirely 
within  our  control,  no  water  will  be  per- 
mitted to  pass  through  the  fully  developed 
work.  The  12  inch  main  will  discharge 
at  the  foot  of  the  dam.  under  a  full  head, 
12,000.000  of  gallons  in  24  hours.  The  sanir 
pipe,  if  brought  to  Frankfort,  will  discharge 
hint  1,600.000  gallons  In  actual  service, 
it  will  supply  a  population  of  8,400  with  50 
•rations  of  water  each,  daily.  If  the  6 
inch  pipe  is  retained  as  well,  it  would  add 
iib.nit  one-fifth,  or  together  would  nipple 
•  population  of  about  10,000  with  10 gal- 
lons each,  every  24  hours.  No  sluice  pipe, 
or  culvert  was  put  in  the  dam,  because  the 
fewer  holes  in  the  dam  the  better.  Water 
is  moat  insidious  in  its  ravages,  and  no  one 
can  absolutely  tore— t  the  remit  of  passing 
a  conductor  of  water  from  the  bottom  of 
a  pool,  50  feet  deep,  through  ft  dam  to  the 
toot  of  the  slope  below.  Again,  the  two 
service  pipes,  already  in,  will  di-charge,  on 
a  full  head,  over  *  14.000,000  of  gallons 
daily,  which  being  reduced  with  the  sub- 
-idence  of  water,  would  emplv  the  pool  in 
lo  days.  La-tly,  no  sluice  will  ever  be 
needed.  The  Imiutl  will  not,  in  any  reason- 
able time,  require  dredging  out,  and  when 
>t  does,  if  ever  (I  know  it  never  will),  a 
little  scouring  in  the  very  channel  would  do 
no  earthly  good  ;  it  woiiid;have  to  he  emptied 
Hiid  then  the  sediment  carted  out.  But. 
sir,  45  inches  a  year  is  our  average  rain 
fall,  ami  so  far  (as  ascertained  by  careful 
ohservations  on  the  effects  of  floods),  1 
find  that  4  inches  of  rain  earned  a  depos.it 
of  one  eighth  of  an  inch  of  sediment  over 
the  hottoin;  tints  45  inches  «r<  aid  yield  say 
1A  inches  yearly,  which  in  100  years  would 
raise  the  bottom  feet  still  leaving  22 

leet  of  water  below  the  lowest  level  to  which 
the  pool  will  ever  be  reduced. 

So  tar  as  the  influence  of  leaves,  &c,  are 
concerned,  none  need  he  allowed  to  eiitei 
the  basin  ;  if  they  do,  it  will  never  be  in  suffi- 
cient quantities  'to  appreciably  impregnate 
tiie  water;  and.  if  impregnating  the  water, 
it  is  a  question  to  be  determined  by  sanita- 
rians whether  the  great  preponderance  of 
the  cedar  element,  in  this  case,  would  or 
would  not  be  of  any  disadvantage  to  the 
water.
